The Governor devotes some 1,600 words 
in explanation of his action, reciting the 
fact that the bill was evidently copied 
after the law now in vogue in Iowa, but. stat-

of this State. He also doubts the constitu- 
tionality of many of its provisions.

‘CHICKASAWS AS CITIZENS. 


Persecuting White Squaw Men in the In- 
dian Nation. 

New York Sun: A recent ruling of the In- 
tefior Department is of muchimportance to the 
political rights of our Indian fellow-citizens. 
The act establishing a Territorial Govern- 
ment for Oklahoma contained a general pro- 
vision for giving citizenship to Indians. Last 
May Samuel Paul, a prominent Chicka- 
saw, took advantage of that act to be- 
come a citizen of the United States. The 
Chickasaw election followed in August, and 
Paul was a candidate for Governor against 
the incumbent, William L. Byrd. Paul was 


supported by many whites who had married 


Indian wives, but he was beaten, and, in * 
Gov. Byrd put his militia about the polls an 

prevented squaw men from voting, on the 
ground that they had been declared non-voters 
by the Chickasaw Supreme Court, upholding 
statutes passed by the Legislature at Tish- 


amingo. 
But that Legislature went further. Resent- 
ing the act of Paul in becoming a citizen of 
the United States, it passed a law declaring 
that whenever any citizen of this nation, 
whether by birth or adoption or by marriage, 
shall become a citizen of any other nation or 
of the United States, or any other Govern- 
ment, all his or her right of citizenship of this 
nation shall cease, and he or forfeit 
all rights of citizenship ofthis nation and 
forfeit all mghts to land and money belonging 
to the Chickasaw —, It is clear that 
confiscation, as well as a forfeiture of rights 
of suffrage, was threatened by this law. . 
—— last November Mr. Paul wrote 
to Secretary Noble —.— against this ac- 
tion, which would inflict serious penalties upon 


him politically and pecuniarily . for * 


a privilege which Congress had offered. 
cently, therefore, the ry, having first 
roduced an opinion on the subject from the 
aw officer of the Interior Department, re- 
plied to Mr. Paul that the bill passed by the 
Chickasaw Legislature was illegal, and that it 
had no authority to inflict disabilities and 


forfeitures for the commendable act of taking 


the oath of allegiance to the United States. 

The bill sdisfranchising any Choctaw who 
takes the oath of allegiance to the United 
States, which became a law on Nov. 1, further 
disqualifies such a person from holding any 
office of trust or profit and from sitting as a 
juror in any of the courts. Among the Chicka- 
saws there are some squaw men who support 
Gov. Byrd policy, especialy who are 
rich, and who are satisfied with their tribal 
rights, acquired by marriage or adoption. 
On the other hand, six newspapers are urg- 
ing more liberal views, declaring their pur- 
pose, as the Chickasaw ig fers it, 

‘to stand by the humble { 
the 60,000 non-citizens in the 
Nation, and to continue to advocate as the 
best policy complete Indian civilization and 
rosperity, allotment, and speedy Statehood.”’ 
e Minco Minstrel and the other papers take 
the same view. 

The matters in controversy have been some- 
what confused by lax practices and doubtful 
laws. And if Chickasaws choose to become 
citizens of the United States that step certain- 
ly ought not to be made punishable by for- 
feitures of existing rights, nor should — 
citizenships viewed as incompatible. 
civilized tribes, though they have local gov- 
ernment, should put no obstacles in the path 
of the larger citizenship, which must be their 
ultimate goal.

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NARROWING THE RIVER SCHEME. 
Tux Tatbunn of Tuesday contained the de- 


beyond Twelfth street to about 100 feet. The 
space to be taken from the river for the im- 
provement ” is estimated to be worth at least 
$2,000,000 to the Northern Pacific railroad 
company, in whose interest the dock lines are 
wanted to be carried in towards the middle 
of the charinel. In return for that concession 
the city is offered the sop of two bridges and 
a viaduct, the total cost of which would be, 
about $350,000, or one-fifth of the net ad- 
vantage to the company. And for this petty 
concession our owlish Mayor has consented to 
recommend it, with the, added remark that 
the change would be a benefit accruing to 
the marine interests and to 1 gen- 
erally.“ 

Ostensibly the argument might be a sufficient 
inducement to make a majority of the Alder- 
tien vote for the ordinance, but people be- 
hind the scenes will be apt to suspect the rail- 
road company is not the only one to be bene- 
fited. Would it not be well to inquire into 
the matter and see where the boodle element 
comes in?

The 
water for, the canal must pass through the 
South Branch, the present capacity of which 
is at many places only about 180,000 cubic 
feet per minute, and it could not be increased 
to more than about 250,000 by paring off the 
projéctions into the stream. The proposed nar- 
rowing would reduce the flow to less than 
150,000 febt if the velocity of the current be 
not increased so as to cripple navigation. 
Besides that, as Ald. Dunham has well stated, 
such a cotitraction would practically ruin the 
river for marine purposes, as some of our 
modern lake vessels are forty-five feet wide, 
and no two of them could safely attempt to 
pass in such a marrow channel. Happily for 
the betrayed city this feature of the case will 
probably save it from the infliction in case 
the ordinance be passed by the Council and 
signed by the Mayors#The act of Congress 
passed Sept. 19 last in | relation to rivets and 
harbors provides against the construction of 
any bridge, draw, or piers without approval 
by the Secretary of War; and also forbids any 
one “to excavate or fill or in any manner to 
alter or modify tlie course, location, condition, 
or capacity of any navigable water of the 
United States unless approved and authorized 
by the Secretary of War.”

The London Globe (Tory) says: 

Italy’s recall of her representative at Washing 
ton is sharp work.

So far as foreign affaird are concerned in 


this country the Federal Government has the 


field to itself. It is the only part of the Amer- 
ican system which deals with other nations. 
As it is its duty ty defend its people from out- 
side aggressors, it has an army and a navy. 
The treaty-making power and foreign com- 
merce are absolutely under its control. The 
home sphere of the Government is limited 
mainly to the preservation of peace be- 
tween the States and their citizens. It must 
see that one does not invade the rights of the 
citizens of another State. It prevents any in- 
terference on the part of a State with inter- 
State commerce. It makes patent laws and 
protects them. 

But it has nothing to do with the pynish- 
ment of crime unless committed on the high 
seas or in violation of laws relating to mat- 
ters which ate under the control of the Gen- 
eral Government. It deals with counterfeit- 
ers, post-office robbers, illicit distillers, etc., but 
with the ordinary crimes against person and 
property committed in the States it has noth- 
ing to do. Those matters are attended to by 
the separate States under their own laws. A 
United States grand jury sitting in the City of 
New Orleans has no jurisdiction of crimes 
committed in that city unless they are against 
a United States statute. 

This division of duties between General and 
State Governments may deem defective to 
. foreigners accustomed to centralized systems, 
and living in countries where one legislative 
body makes’ all the laws and one executive 
executes them all. But it cannot be helped. 
Without that division of powers the Union 
never would have been formed nor could it 
exist otherwise. Tne State Governments 
would not have resigned in 1789 their right 
to administer civil and criminal justice within 
their boundaries. Nor are they ready to do it 
now. An ainendment to that effect would not 
get the vote of a single State for its ratifica- 
tion. It would destroy any party which vent- 
ured to champion it. The most extreme ad- 
vocate of a centralized form of governmertt 
never went as far as this proposftion to sweep 
away State courts and State Judges and put 
Federal Judges in their place, and require the 
United States Supreme Court to pass on the 
punishment of local offenses. 

To make what the London Globe seems to 
consider a trifling modification of our organic 
law would be toestablish a radically differ- 
ent form of government from the root up. 
It cannot be done. Therefore foreign nations 
must take the United States as they find them, 
collectively and severally. When they make 
treaties with us they must make them know- 
ing what this Government can and cannot do. 
The Constitution and the laws are not hidden 
from them. They are not trapped into mak- 
ing a bad bargain. Nor are the citizens of 
Italy or other countries solicited to come here. 
The brigands and murderers of Sicily over 
whose death the Italian Government is so 
much troubled were not invited to come here. 
On the contrary the laws forbid their voming. 
The three or four unnaturalized bandits who 
were shot at New Orleans were here in de- 
fiance of law, and Italy should have extra- 
dited them. Our Government would have 
cheerfully surrendered them ut the re- 
quest of King Humbert whenever he 
wanted them. And there are plenty more 
of the same kind of escaped criminals from 
Italy whom he can get back for the asking, 
If they go into the assassination business in 
this country like their fellow thugs in New 
Orleans they must pay the penalty. 


RAILROADS AND THE FAIR. 

An afternoon paper represents oertain rail- 
road officials as saying they do not want to be 
forced to make expensive arrangements to 
land their passengers at Jackson Park, and 
that passengers would insist upon being taken 
there if it should go out to the world that the 
entire Fair was in Jackson Park. They could 
avoid this clamor and expense by saying the 
Fair was down-town, and selling tickets to 
their depots in the city. 

No trouble will be experienced in avoiding 
such clamor, for the reason that there will not 
be any of it to deal with. (1) Visitors to the 
Fair will take their tickets for Chicago and 
will be well satisfied to be landed in this city. 
(2) The cost of getting from the Lake-Front 
to Jackson Park, via either the Dlinois Cen- 
tral, the cable-cars, or the Lake Shore line, 
will be five to ten cents only, asum so small 
that no one will fret at having to pay it. (3) 
When landed at the regular depots they will 
have choice of a hundred hotels and thousands 
of boarding-houses and private families wish- 
ing to take boarders among which to select 
and choose a stoppmg-place. (4) They will 
prefer on arrival to first go to their quarters, 
which in many cases will have been arranged 
for previously, put up their baggage, take 
possession of their rooms, and take 
the meal that is next in order after their land- 
ing here. (5) They will then start for the Pair, 
and for a few cents will ina few miuutes be 
landed at one of the gates. (6) After spend- 
ing the day there, or a part of it, they will re- 
turn to their stopping places in the heart of 
the city or its vicinity, get the evening meal,

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In the height of the Exhibition a, whet 
thecrowds are very great, the railroads will 
carry tens of thousands of people out to the 
villages and towns within 4 radius of 50 or 100 
miles and return them m the mortfing on 
cheap excursion tickets. What may be called 
the suburbanites will thus travel to and from 
in one to three hours each way. 

The railroad officials who are asking for a 
change of program are shortsighted in wishing 
to change what has been done already, thus 
jeopardizing the success of the undertaking. 
Their objections have no foundation in fact, 
since the very passengers brought to the Fair 
by the Illinois Central, Michigan Central, and 
Baltimore and Ohio, whose trains run by the 
front of Jackson Park, will come straight to 
the city. At least four-fifths of them will keep 
on northwards till they arrive at the down- 
town depot, proceed to fiud quarters, fix 
themselves, and then take one of the many 
available conveyances to the Fair. The cost 
of a few cents and the delay of a few minutes 
will not prevent them from yielding to the at- 
traction of tlie great magnet in thé heart of 
the great city, which to most of the visitors 
will be fully as much an object of exploring 
interest as the Fair itself. They will all want 
to inspect it, to visit its theaters, attend the 


conventions, patronize the stares, and in other 


ways “see the sights” of the city, which they 
will regard with all the more of curious at- 
tention as knowing that little over twenty 
years previously it was laid in ashes and has 
since then grown to be the great commercial 
center of the continent.

ITALIANS DRAWING IN THEIR HORNS, 

Mr. Blaine’s letter in reply to that of Baron 
Fava has fallen on the fire and fury of the 
Italian Government like a bucketful of cold 
water. 
the propriety of toning down the bluster and 
rodomontade of its first demands. It admits 
that it went too far when it asked that the 
Federal Government should give it assurances

On one point, however, the Italian Premier 
puts on Mr. Blaine's language a construction 
which is entirely too broad. The latter said: 
“The United States has distinctly recognized 
“the principle of indemnity to those Italian 
“citizens who may have been wronged by a 
violation of the rights secured to them under 
“the treaty with the United States of Feb. 
**26, 1871.“ The Marquis di Rudini, com- 
menting on this, says: 

In the meantime the Italian Government takes 
cognizance of the General Government's declara- 
tion, acknowledging the fact that compensation is 


due to the families of the victims by virtue of the 
treaty existing between the two countries. 


Mr. Blaine has not admitted that compenhsa- 
tion was due to the family of any one of thé 
men killed at New Orleans. He has simply 
admitted. that if any of those men were Italian 
subjects and if they were wronged because 
they did not receivé—to use the language of 
the treaty— 


the most constant security and protection for 
their persons and property and enjoy in this re- 
spect the same rights and privileges as are or 
shall be granted to the natives on their submit- 
ting themselves to the conditions imposed upon 
the natives 


then compensation should be made to their 
families, That was as far as Mr. Blaine could 
go, because it is not proved yet that a solitary 
subject of King Humbert was killed at New 
Orleans. It was stated at first that four of 
them were. It has been asserted since that at 
least one of them had exercised the highest 
privilege of American citizenship by voting. 
The lawful presumption is that if he voted he 
had been naturalized. A search of the records 
at New Orleans or elsewhere may show that 
the three others had declared their intentions 
of becoming citizens and their wish to repu- 
diate King Humbert and the entire royal 
house of Savoy. 

It may turn out within a week that Italy 
will be compelled to withdraw every demand 
it has made. Therefore the more moderate 
its language the less humiliation will it have 
to submit to if it is forced to own up that not 
one of the men shot in the New Orleans parish 
prison has the slightest claim on it for pro- 
tection. : 


NO MORE LAKE-FRONT WRANGLING. 

The current attempt to reopen the [ake- 
Front agitation in connection with the Fair is 
all the more to be regretted as it is based upon 
a mistaken conception of the facts. The 
pressure seems to be in large part brought to 
bear by or in the supposed interest of busi- 
ness-tnen in and near the business heart of the 
city. It is said these will get little or no bene- 
fit from the Fair if the whole exhibit is lo- 
cated in and around Jackson Park and that a 
lot of shanty hotels, boarding-houses 
and stores will spring up in that vicinity. 
They argue the result will be that the great 
mass of visitors will go direct to the Fair 
grounds far south of the city center and stay 
there during the whole time of their visit. 
They say this would be eminently unfair to a 
great number of business people who sub- 
scribed to the Fair fund in the full expecta- 
tion of being able to make up for it in a 
larger trade, not only in the First Ward but 
surging over the river into the West and North 
Divisions of the city. 

All this is sheer nonsense. The twenty railroad 
systems connecting Chicago with the outside 
world otherwise than by water all have their 
passenger depots in the business center. Un- 
doubtedly some of them will make arrange- 
ments for setting down near Jackson Park 
any of their passengers who may wish to Ve 
let off there, but it is probable that compara- 
tively few of their patrons will wish for that. 
And those who do will visit thecity center after- 
wards, and the great majority of passengers 
on those lines, with all of those coming in by 
the other roads, will land directly in 
the business district. proper. The city 
itself will be the great objective 
point with the hundreds of thousands 
of visitors to the Fair. They will put up here 
if they can find the room, or in the adfoin- 
ing wards, and trade here if they can get into the 
stores by reason of thecrowds. Very few will 
care to spend their sleeping hours in a shanty 
town” when they can have a chance to rost 
down-town in good quarters, and they will 
patronize the latter to the utmost. Only those 
whose patronage is worth littie will care to 
stay around the park during all their visit. 
The rest will bein the city center much of 
the time, will see its sights, stay at its hotels 
or boarding-houses, go to the theaters 
and . shops, and take drives all around. 
Nor will the crowds limit themselves 
to the. “down-town” district. For two or 
three miles each way, except to the east, they 
will find accommodations among the residents, 
a sufficient number of whom will be willing to 
entertain so that there will be no necessity for 
submitting to extortionate charges should

THE DOMESTIC ETHICS OF HOMER. 


Paper Read by Mrs. Caroline K. Sherman— 


Denton J. Snider's Poem. 

Mrs. Caroline K. Sherman read a paper be- 
fore the Homer school yesterday morning on 
„The Domestic Ethics of Homer.” She 
said: : 

Remote as the Greek world is from the modern 
in point of time the two are closely united in mat- 
ters pertaining to human interest and human 
progress. Upon the Greek ousness first 
dawned with degree of clearness those ideas 
of right and duty of, 3 happiness and ulti- 
mate well being which have had a controlling in- 
fluence on succécding centuries, These ideas 
found expression in those institutions which 
make for civilization the institutions of fami 
and of State if not of the Church. 

She then proceeded to unfold the Homeric 
idea of woman, as shown in the characters of 
Briseas, Helen, and Andromache, in the Iliad, 
of Helen, Arete, Naucicaa, and Penelope, in 
the Odyssey. All of them are shown in the 
sanctity of the family life. In fact, 
the cause of the Trojan war was the 
violation of the mythical institution 
of the family, The wanderings and 
struggies recorded in the Odyssey were the 
endeavors of the wise Ulysses to return to the 
family life, The long enduring efforts of the 
sage Penelope to keep pure that institution 
until he should return. The paper was fol- 
lowed by a very lively discussion. 

The evening lecture, which was the closing 
one of the year's. Literary School,“ was an 
original poem read by Mr. Denton J. Snider, 
entitled Homer and David. The plot was 
ingeniously constructed, opening with a scene 
in which Homer is represented as at 
home in the Island of Chios sur- 
rounded by a group of — and li i 
Greek youths, to whom he te the story o 
his childhood and the early impressions which 
molded his poetic temperament, later of 
the wanderings over the Hellenic world, of the 
gathering together ot the fragments of legend 
and — his great work. In the midst of 
the tale King David of Israel is introduced. 
Having heard of the fame of the Greek bard 
he has come to visit him. King David sings 
to the hstening group of Jehovah, the one su- 
preme God. Homer then takes up lyre 
and sings of Zeus and of Greek freedom. Each 
extolls what his nation has given to mankind. 

The poem was followed by a discussion led 
by Dr. Hirsch of the merits of Greek and He- 
braic civilizations and the part which each had 
in forming Christian civilization. At the 
close of the evening it was announced that 
Dante would be the next great world-poet 
taken up for study, and that the Dante study 
of next year would culminate in a Dante 
School.“ 


NOMINATED FOR SUPERIOR JUDGE. 


John C. Ludwig the Choice of Milwaukee 
County Democrats—City Notes.

BUCHANAN ON HIS DEPARTMENT. 


He Talks of the Display to Be Made by Agri- 
; culturists at the Fair. 

W. J. Buchanan, Chief of the Department of 
Agriculture, is anticipating a great display 
from agriculturists. He said yesterday: 

The agricultural exhibit at the Exposition will 
surpass anything in that line that the world has 
ever seen. Just think of it, at the Centennial Ex- 
position in Philadelphia in 1876 the total number 
of horses exhibited American *xhibiters was 
only 135, and the total number exhibited by for- 
eign exhibiters fifty-eight, or 193 ix all. But the 
| most conservative estimate places the number of 

horses that will be on exhibition at our Exposi- 
tion at 2,000. In other classes at Philadelphia the 
foreign outnumbered the American exhibiters. In 
the class embracing the cereals, grasses, forage, 
plants, tobacco, hops, tea, coffee, spices, and 
other similar cts there were 1.977 foreign 
and 187 American exhibits. In the class embrac- 
ing p meats, flour, starch, sugar, wine. 
‘malt liquors, bread, and other similar articles 
there were 4,607 foreign and 689 American @&- 
hibits. Soit was in many other classes. In the 
Columbi ition while it is certain that the 
nuraber of foreign exhititers’ will be greatly in- 
cre it is just as certain that the American ex- 
hibiters will outnumber them. 


ANOTHER WORLD'S FAIR SCHEME, 


Description of a Structure a New-Yorker 
Desires to Have Built on the Grounds. 


one of the attractions of the Exposition a 
structute which hecalls “‘The World’s Gate, 
or America’s Grand Patriotic Arch.” His 
description of this wonder is not clear, but it 
appears to consist of two towers, 250 feet in 
diameter and 400 feet high, between which are 
thrown two great arches, one over the other. 
The lower arch will be 105 feet high, and have 
a width of 110 feet, including fifteen feet on 
each side for walkways. It will bear the in- 
scription ‘“‘ New World’s Gate.“ The upper 
arch will be decorated with The Palms of 
Glory,” be “guarded om either side by 
Cherubim,“ bear the in&cription ‘“ Excelsior,’ 
and be devotod gto “ whispering galleries.

The two towers will be equipped 
with double spiral staircases, six balconies for 
visitors, exterior staircases to ascend by, and 
interior staircases to descend by.

In front of the great archway will 
be a statue of Columbus. Further away, m

DESCRIPTION OF THE PLANS. 


Chief of Construction Burnham Explains 
the Drawings submitted. 

Chief of Construction D. H. Burnham, upon 
request of the National Com mission, yester- 
day afternoon gave the following descriptive 
address on the architectural layout of the 
Fair, accompanying his remarks by pointing 
out localities and salient features, as indicated

Associate Justice Taylor of Wisconsin, 

Maptson, Wis., April 3.— [Special. Associate 
Justice David Taylor of the Wisconsin Supreme 
Court died suddenly tonight. He had only been 
troubled with a severe cough, for which a physi- 
cian had not been consulted. At the supper-table 
tonight he was seized with violent coughing, 
which became so alarming that a physician was 
summoned, but he died before the doctor arrived.

information is that the campaign is a literary 
one. True, there are meetings such as other 
parties have, but they are such as even a lady 
might attend without being offended. The 
speakers are men who are scholars and 
who are engaged in the work without pay. 
They do notso much as expect office for them- 
selves. 

In order to conduct a campaign it 1s neces- 
sary to have clerks and tothis end the citi- 
zens have a few young men, who come in aft- 
er their daily work is done inthe marte of 
trade and who address envelopes to the voters 
of the city. These envelopes contain circu- 
lars which have been fulminated from the 
brains of men who have had some experience 
in other parties in days gone by. 

According to the committeeman who is giv- 
ing the information no one engaged in the 
work receives a dollar. Of course it is not 
denied that some money is necessary to help. 
Newspapers will Mot advertise meetings for 
nothing, and the job printer wants money for 
printing tickets, But there is no assessment 
made for these expenses. A man like Mr. Mac- 
Veagh, for instance, comes in, and the com- 
mittee whose business 1t is to furnish the infor- 
mation says in a roundabout way that a hall 
has to be hired, and Mr. MacVeagh draws his 
check and leaves it. When some other mill- 

naire comes in the news is broken to him 
about what Mr. MacVeagh did, and the re- 
mark ig thrown out that it is hardly fair for 
one man to foot all the bills, and the gentle- 
man who has heard the remark draws his 
check, and that is the way in which the cam- 
paign fund. is kept up. There is a glee club 
connected with the ticket, but the singers are 
young men who sing in the choirs of the 
city, and they furnish the music by way of 
rehearsing. , 

There is an absence of familiarity about 
the headquarters which makes it seem quite 
conventional. Every man who has no title is 
called Mr. There is no Bill,“ or Joe,“ or 
“Jack,” or Tom.“ There is no saloon 
fund, no gamblers’ roll, no colonization pile. 
Every committee is named by Messrs. Stone, 
Cragin, and Drake.

THE LONGEST RAILWAY IN THE WORLD. 


Russia's Great Road Across Siberia from 
Miask to Viadivostok, 4,785 Miles. 

New York Trjbune; Russia is cultivating 
the arts of peace as well as those of war. 
While her agents are intriguing in Bulgaria 
arid Armenia, and her armies massing on the 
Austrian frontier, her engineers are pressing 
forward an enterprise of far greater import 
than the dethronément of Ferdinand or the 
occupation of Stamboul. This is nothing less 
than the construction of the trans-Siberian 
railroad, which has been dreamed of and 
talked of for years, and generally dismissed as 
an impracticability. That it is, however, en- 
tirely practicable has now been demonstrated. 
The whole line has been surveyed, and the 
cost estimated with reasonable accuracy. And 
during the present spring the work of actual 
construction on the longest railroad in the 
world will be begun. 

The western extremity of the road will be 
at the mining town of Miask, in the northern 
part of the province of Orenberg, on the east- 
ern side of Ural Mountains. Russian 
railroads already extend to Zlatoust, on the 
western side of the Urals, only twenty miles 
from Miask, nod a een line between 
the two towns will soon be built. From Miask 
, the road will run to Chelabinsk, sixty-four 
miles; thence to Tukalinsk, crossing the 
Irtish Rye fk to "Kensk: to the River Tom, a 
branch of the Obi, 987 miles; thence to ene. 
nojarsk, to Kansk, to Nijni Oudinsk, on the 
U pper Tungoose River, the chief branch of 
the Yenisei, 769 miles; eae up the river to 
Irkutsk, 
ern end of Lake Baikal to Mweesoffsky Pier, 
194 miles; thence northeast to Srjetinsk, o 
the Sheika River, 669 miles: thence along th 
Amoor River to the junction of the Ussuri 
where it will cross the Amoor and run in al- 
most a straight line southwest to Vladivostok.

The estimated maximum cost, in- 
luding 8 gr , building, stations 
rolling stock, and ind everything need 
for 1 construction and equipment of the 
road, ranges from $33,450 per mile from Miask 
to Chelabinsk to $68,900 on the short section 
around Lake Baikal; of the whole road, 
$183,825,000, a large sum, but how small in 
comparison with .cost of a war with the 
Tri ple Alliance! 

His route, it will be observed, entirely ig. 
nores and abandons the magnificent project 
of an Americo-Asiatic railroad system, with 
its two great divisions in conjunction at 
Bering Strait. The Pacific terminus is thou- 
sands of miles from the shores of that strait, 
ta which desolate region no railroad is likely 
ever to make its way. The rvad will cross 
three of the four great rivers of Siberia, secur- 
ing the already enormous commeree thereon. 
And it will place the whole northern frontier 
of the Chinese Empire at the mercy of RuSsis 
whenever the conflict for the mastery in East-

mereial, industrial, and political possibilities 
which the enterprise brings into immediate 
contemplation are indescribably great; so 
— as to dwart, by comparison, all plans of 

ussian conquest in the Balkans, in Armenia, 
and in Iran. It is Annenkoff, the engineer, 
rather than any of her Generals who will make 
the greatest mark on the current pages of 
Russia's history.

PRIME'S “CROP REPORTS. 


THERE IS A GENERAL STANDSTILL 
ALL OVER THE COUNTRY. 


The Last Week Not Favorable for Seeding, 
Being Cold and Wet—A Late Spring 
Everywhere—Winter Wheat Is in Good 
Condition and Has Just Commenced to 


Grow—Little Grain in the Hands of 


Farmers. 

Dwreat, III., April 8.—[Special.]—The 
farmers in the Northwest and Southwest are 
still watching and waiting for the clouds to 
roli by. The week just closing has been 
marked by a general absence of sunshine, 
more or less stormsof rain and dashes of 
snow. These conditions of course have been 
against the seeding of spring grains, which 
ought now to be actively progressing. Not 
only has the deficiency of moisture been made 
up, but in many of the most important grain 
areas f the country there is today an excess 
of moisture, The temperature is low and, 
with the general conditions which I have 
stated, fields are slow to dry out. Country 
roads everywhere are bad, 

Spring Wheat Seeding. 

The ldte heavy snows in the Northwest 
which have been gradually melting away 
have put the ground in better condition as 
regards moisture than at any time since 1882, 
In Northern Minnesota and North Dakota no 
seeding has yet been done and there are no 
prospects of any change in this direction for 
at least a week or ten days, even with the 
most favorable weather. The high prices of 
wheat and the favorable conditions of the 
soi! will all have the effect to cause farmers 
to put out a larger acreage of wheat this 
spring than usual. Somie little wheat has 
been sown in Southern Minnesota. 

North Dakota reports the condition of the 
ground for seeding today is better than it has 
been for four years. The late snows have 
given plenty of moisture. The acreage of 
wheat and vats promises to be the largest in 
the history of the country. Farmers have 
sold their reserves closely, and taking out 
bread and seed there is very little wheat in 
farmers’ hands today. 

"ts South Dakota more progress has been 
made with seeding than in any other portion 
of the spring wheat belt, The acreage prom- 
ises to be large. The ground is in good con- 
dition and moisture plenty for present wants. 
No oats have been sown and little wheat left 
for shipment. 

Oats. 

In Central Illinois there has been practi- 
cally no oats sown since March 23. On the 
28th and 29th ult, the heaviest rains of the Sen- 
son fell, and since that date practically no 
oats have been sown at all. There seems to be 
plenty of seed oats, which are selling for 55 
cents a bushel. The ground is in fairly good 
condition for seeding. 

Iowa reports that snow and rain have so far 
revented seeding, Fields are too wet and the 
rost is comi out of the ground slowly. 

Eastern Nebraska reports no seeding of any 
kind done. The ground is thoroughly soaked 
by rains andsnow. The season so far is two 
weeks later than last year. 


Winter Wheat. 


All the conditions which have been against 
early seeding and in fact seeding of any kind 
have on the other hand proved favorable and 
beneficial to the growing winter wheat crop. 
The month of March just closed could not 
have been better for the coming crop of win- 
ter wheat. While the growth so far has been 
slow, at the same time reports from all the 
winter wheat States plainly indicate that the 
croup is now in good condition, has b ype, ‘of 
moisture, and with a change to mild growing 
weather, which is due at any time, would 
make a rapid growth. 

In Southern Illinois the winter wheat now 
stands from four to eight inches high, The 
stands are good on the ground, and the crop 
has been growing for about ten days, 

Farmers have sold their reserves much 
closer than usual, and many of the country 
mills are sending away for supplies. 

In Central Illinois the growth is not so up- 

arent as in the southern portion of the State. 

he crop is from two to four inches high. It 
seems to be well spread and lies close to the 
ground. The general prospects are much 
better than a year ago. There has been no 
freezing or thawing weather to hurt it, and un- 
less on the return of warm, growing. weather 
the development of insect life should become 
apparent the general condit,ons of the crop 
are favorable.

Northern Indiana has a finer prospect for a 
pe of wheat than it has had for many 
years, The surplus in farmers’ hands is 
small, Mills have been obliged to ship in to 
supply their trade.

Central Indiana reports the wheat will not 
average over four inches in height. The gen- 
eral conditions are better than at a corre- 
sponding week in Aprila yearago. Southern 
Indiana reports the wheat plants in a thrifty 
condition. 

In Northern Ohio, warm sunshine Easter 
Sunday, tollowed by heavy rains Monday and 
Tuesday, has had the effect of starting up 
wheat, which now begins to look green and 
stands about three inches high. Farmers have 
little grain of any kind to sell, No oats have 
been sown and little plowing done. In South- 
ern Ohio the spring work is backward, 
although there has been some oats sown. 

Southern Michigan reports that wheat is just 
starting to grow. 

In Northern Kansas wheat is two to four 
inches high; the crop has made some growth 
during the last ten days. The harvest is likely 
to be two weeks later than last year. Farmers 
have been selling freely and reserves are now 
low. Spring work is now frum two to four 
weeks later than the last two seasons. In 
Southern Kansas wheat is greening up. The 
weather continues cloudy and cold. There is 
a 2 excess of moisture in the ground. 

n Southern Missouri wheat has only fairly 
begun to grow. 
the crop are excellent. 
and vegetation backw 
fruit are of the best. 

In Northern Missouri the average height of 
the growing wheat is three inches. Good prog- 
ress has been made with seedi oats, but

wheat today is from six to eight inches, with 


With 
sunshine (of which little has been seen so far) 
wheat will make rapid growth. 

Kentucky reports that wheat is now five to 
six inches high. The crop is not as far ad- 
vanced as is usually the case at this season of 
the year. There has been no weather suitable 
for farm work. 

Farmers have very little wheat to 
Ontario. Many mills have difficulty in get- 
ting wheat to keep them running. There has 
been no spring plowing or seeding done, and 
with present conditions there is no immediate 
prospect of any change in that direction.

That she ever became his wife, as 
recent writers 2 , is not asserted by any 
ancient authors of credit. Her son was certainly 
regarded as illegitimate, and the attacks of her 
ehemies imply that she held a position which was 
at the best dubiotis. But the bond which united 
her with Pericles was very close. The two lived 
together in perfect harmony; their tastes and 
sympathies agreed. In the company of this culti- 
vated woman Pericles found the relaxation which 
he never 66 much as sought in ordinary society. 
Once and once only, as Plutarch relates, was tho 
great statesmah p t at an evening entertain- 
— * But he never left his house to go to his daily 

ties without taking a tender leave of Aspasia. 
° There was no room at Athens for women 
educated to live the life which Aspasia lived in 
the house of Pericles; and there could be no 
room until the hole structure of society was 
altered, Greek society was emphatically a so- 
ciety of men. Their homes. were isolated, and 
family life came into little or no relation with 
social life. No doubt Greek society suffered by 
the absence of women; and the Greek nature 
would have been improved had their women been 
better educated, There are writers who would 
have us believe that Pericles endeavored by 
means of Aspasia to give Greek women an insight 
into their true position. Without admitting this 
we may allow that he was conscious of a great de- 
fect in Athenian life.

Two Spanish Novels. 

A novel of directness and simplicity—re- 
minding one in these qualities of The Vicar 
of Wakefield ’’—is' Pepita Zimenes, which 
gives one a glimpse of village life in Spain. 
It brings to the American reader also a breath 
of the religious atmosphere existing in that 
country. The book, besides being charming 
as a work of fiction, tends to make the sympa- 
thies of the reader cosmopolitan. America is 
perhaps the most generous of countries in 
welcoming the books of other nations, and this 
is the most promising sign of its growing cult- 
ure. The present novel was translated in 
1886 by Mary J. Serrano, and a new edition is 
how out, showing that it has not failed of ap- 
preciation. 

“ Pepita Zimenes tells the story of & young 
7 who has been brought up in a religious 
iAstitution from his 10th to his 22d year. See- 
ing no other ideal of life but the ascetic one

Religious. 

The Epic of the Inner Life, Being the Book 
of Job.” This is a new translation of Job, 
with notes and an introductory study, by John 
F. Genung of Amherst, Mass. Mr. Genung 
was a pupil Hebrew of the late Taylor 
Lewis of Union College, N: Y., and Prof. 
Franz Delitzsch of Germany, and is evidently 
a competent Hebrew scholar. The introduc- 
tory study is the most impo t part of the 
work. The writer carefully and ably con- 
siders the central and aging idea of the book 
its literary class—the epic, connection and 
continuity of its parts, and then cautiously 
resents considerations regarding its origin. 
e does not favor the opinions of those 
authors who contend that the book was written 
mainly with the object of justifying the ways 
of God to men, 1 1 in his providential 
dispensation. Nor does he regard it as a log- 
ic discussion or debate between Job 
and his friends on the purpose and 
import of providential ispensations. 
He views it rather as a history of the inner life 
of Job as a good man sorely tried by outward 
and inward experiences, yet maintaining his 
integrity against all reproaches and tempta- 
tions, and finally justified bY the voice of God 
from the whirlwind. It is, he thinks, the in- 
ner history of areal man, but designed for 
general instruction. He places the poem not 
in the dramatic or the lyrical class, but with 
the/epical, regarding it as the history of an 
inner life. In his discussion of the connec- 
tion and continuity of its parts, he defends the 
genuineness of Elihu’s speeches and the the- 
ophaty at the close. As to the origin of the 

em Mr. Genung holds that Job must have 

u a real person and character of whom tra- 
dition had preserved at least some leading 
facts; that he was of Arabic antecedents; that 
the writer of the book was acquainted with 
both Arabia and Palestine and with Arabic 
and Hebrew customs, and that the poem was 
probably written, not by Moses, nor after the 
exile, but about the titne of King Hezekiah, 
whose men copied out many proverbs em- 
braced in the Book of Proverbs. 

This introductory study deserves the careful 
attention of Biblical scholars, which it will no 
doubt receive. After the introduction Mr. 
Genung, in a second part, gives -his transla- 
tion of J ob with critical notes. ‘The transila- 
tion differs in tone and direction, at some 
points. from that of the revisers, which Mr. 
Genung highly commends but regards as less 
explicit in some respects than K would have 
been if it had been the product of a single 


mind. This volume, as a whole, may be con- 


sidered a valuable accession to the literature 
ot the Book of Job. (Boston and New York: 
Houghton, Mifflin & Co.) 

Thoughts on Life, Death, and Immortal- 
ity. Selected from unpublished writings of 
Samuel Smith Harris, D. D., LL. D., late 
Bishop of Michigan, by Charlotte Wood Slo- 
cum. This little volume contains many 
valuable chapters on the important subjects 
indicated in the title, It will be read with in- 
terest and profit by many thoughtful persons. 
(New York: Thomas Whittaker. ) 

The Homiletic Review fot March, 1891, con- 
tains among other important articles an able 
though brief treatise on the Divine Author- 
ity of the Scriptures versus Rationalistic 
Criticism.“ by D. S. Gregory, D. PD., of New 
York City. rm Gregory writes in a polemic 
vein, but his positions are carefully taken and 
vigorously sustained. Another good article is 
entitled“ A Plea for Bible Study,“ by Ar 
thur T. Pierson, D. D., Philadelphia. In the 
miscellaneous section Rev. Wilbur F. Crafts 
presents what he regards as eucouragements 
for the belief that the American Sabbath is 
not losing its hold upon the public mind of 
the people, but is gaining new ground in our 
country, 


A Rival to “ Tauchnits.” 

Pali Mall Gazette: Preparations have been 
made for some time past for the issue on the 
Continent by an English firm of the works of 
English and American writers in a-series sim- 
ilar to that published by Baron Tauchnitz. 
The friendly codperation of the chief English 
authors, especiaily writers of fiction, has been 
secured and a company formed, which will 
immediately begin operations at Leipzig. 
This concern is the company of Heinemann & 
Balestier (Limited). The first directors are 
Mr. Heinemann, the publisher; Mr. Wolcott 
Balestier, well known among English au- 
thors as the resident member of the 
New York firm of Lovell & Co.; and 
Mr. Bram Stoker, Mr. Irving's business 
manager at the Lyceum Theater. 
The rivalry with Tauchnitz is not to be single- 
handed. r. Fisher Unwin has made ar- 
rangements for introducing the volumes of 
hi: novei series—the English Tauchnitz,“ as 
we called it at the time—to the Continental 
and Colonial bookselling trade; and hence- 
forth they will be poqulacly issued from the 
various centers of Paris, Berlin, Leipsic, 
Vienna, Amsterdam, and Rome (for the Con- 
tinent), and from Melbourne, Sydney, Cape 
Town, Calcutta, and other colonial Capitals. 
- « » Twenty years ago a Tauchnitz volume 
was fat and full of print. Now it is lean and 
sp out almost as largely as a three-volume 
nov This growing parsimony on the part 
of Tauchnitz should be Mr, Heinemann’s and 
Mr. Unwin’s opportunity.

POSSIBLE DEFENSES OF NEW YORK. 


A Talk with Rear-Admiral Braine About 
the Naval Forces Available There. 
New York Tribune: Rear-Admiral Braine, 
Commandant of the Naval Station of New 
York, was seen at the Brooklyn Navy Yard by 
a Tribune reporter. The Admiral.said: “We 
are not weil prepared forwar. I cannot think 
that Italy would seek a war with this country, 
but if she does she will not find us wholly un- 
prepared. I have at the yard now one of the 
most formidable fighting ships afloat, the 
monitor Miantonomah. She has two guns of 
ten- inch caliber mounted in her after turret, 
and the guns for her forward turret are at 
Annapolis, and could be got here in short 
order if it were necessary. She is ready to go 
into commission, and would give any vessel 
2 a hard fight. Then thore is at the yard 
amite cruiser Vesuvius, with her 
Sebi ties of throwing great masses of 
dynamite; the old monitor Nantucket, 8 
has c some hard battering, 
could stand lots more; the Alarm, with hee 


| torpedo tubes; the Contord, Bennington, and 


Terror. The Miantonomoh is, however, the 
only fighting ship now at the yard. The Maine 
has not a single one of her armor plates on, 
nor have they been delivered. ‘They were to 
have been here a year ago, but are not deliv- 
ered yet.

I would be in favor of all women— 
business-women women of leisure 
banding together and adopting a shorter dress 
than is worn today. Itisa great misfortune 
that women, when they adopt any reform in 
dress, are started at in thestreets and subjected 
to so much ridicule. I myself have several 
gowns which embody all my ideas of health, 
comfort, beauty, good taste, and I wear 
them at home and at receptions, but I must 
admit that I have not the courage to wear 
them on the street. When 1 go out I usually 
hide my dress under a jong cloak. 

»IT think there ought to be a law imposing a 
fine upon every woman who wears a dress that 

along the streets It is a nasty, disagree- 

able habit, and any such personal habit must 
lead to mental and moral uncleanliness. A 
woman with a clean mind will never permit 
her skirt to drag along the streets. Now, my 
idea of a dress for women, which can be 
adapted easily for the street or for the ball- 
room, is something like the one I have on.”’ 

Mrs. Wilcox happened to be wearing a dress 
which, if — of its ornaments and buper- 
fluities, would look very much like this:

It would be 
light and convenient, and at the same time 
very tasteful. e skirt should be 
rfectly plain, but as women are so 
ond of passementerie, the waist above the 
band could be ornamented to the wearer’s 
taste. There should be nodrapery whatever.

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WILL THE WOMEN VOTE IF THEY ARE 
GIVEN THE FRANCHISE? 


The Scenes Around the Registry Offices in 
Kansas Seem to Answer the Question in 
the Affirmative—Lively Times Expe- 
rienced by the Clerks—The Question of 
Age Causes Much Trouble — Startling 
Answers of Some of the Applicants. 

Every town in Kansas, be it first, second, or 
third class, holds a city election the second 
week in April, and the women have started 
out to capture the election. Not for women 
officeholders. Bless you, no. The women 
seem to care very little for office themselves, 
but they do intend to see that the men who 
hold office are reasonably clean and honest, 
Before they can vote they must register, and 
the registration books closed last night. Yes- 
terday was a busy day about the office of regis- 
tration, says the Kansas City Star. 

In Kansas City, Kas., times were exceedingly 
lively. There are five full-fledged tickets in 
the field in that metropolis, and the leaders 
for each are making a mighty effort to get out 
all the people of a voting age. Vehicles of 
every kind were pressed into service. Wagons, 
single buggies, sulkies, dogcarts, hacks, double 
carriages, spring wagons, any makeshift that 
would pull through the mud with one voter 
aboard, were driven up before the office of 
Commissioner of Elections at same time dur- 
ing the day. 

Women in sealskins and diamonds were 
elbowing their way against colored women 
with shawls over their heads. Brawny Irish 
washerwomen stood side by side with delicate 
shrinking young 
women, proud of their first opportunity to 
register, gazed in wide-eyed amazement at the 
novel surroundings. They came in battalions. 
They packed the sidewalk, stood on the steps 
and argued, paused onthe broad landing to 
shake down draperies, pat bangs and arrange 
headgear; then they advanced on the dingy 
hall and stormed the stuffy fetid aw in the 
Register’s office. There they were packed in 
like sardines. 

Mongolians, negroes, English, Irish, Dutch, 
Swedes, Danes, Norwegians, Indians, and 
Americans, male and female, tola their names, 
ages, occupations, birthplaces, and got in re- 
turn pink or nor yellow slips that gave 
him the mahenable and her the suffrance 
right to vote. Six clerks wrestled with the 
mob, even as Jacob wrestled with the angel, 
and there isn’t one of the six who believes that 
hair will turn gray with trouble, for not one 
of them has gray hair today.

When Victoria Takes Her Drives Abroad— 
Confusion Caused by a Vulgar Water- 
Cart—The Queen a Red-Faced and Some- 
what Dowdy Old Lady—The Beautiful 
Beattice—English Anxiety for the Gay 
Prince of Wales to Ascend the Throne, 

London Letter in the New York Sun: There 
was an American sparkle in the London at- 

mosphere. The afternoon was so fine that I
